Dips To 7-Month Low 


WASHINGTON (UPD — Indus­ 
trial production dropped to a 
seven-month, low in October be­ 
cause of the steel strike, the 
Federal Reserve Board report­ 
ed today. 
The board said that even 
with the steelworkers back in 
the mills under court order, 
production and employment re­ 
coveries in steel and related 
lines will be limited until steel 
is available in volume. 
The hoard’s index of factory, 
mine an mill activity fell one 
point to 148 for October. This 
meant output was 48 per cent 
higher than in the 1947-49 base 
period. 
The 
October 
figure 
was 
seven points below the record 
high of 155 set last June and 
the lowest reading on the in­ 
dex since last March’s 147. 
The hoard revised, its ear­ 
lier September estimate up­ 
ward one point to 149. It said 
the revision reflected a record 
output of non-dura hie goods 
in September. 
But in October, production of 
both hard and soft goods de­ 
clined 
as 
steel 
inventories 
reached critical levels or were 
depleted entirely. 
The hoard, said output was 
curtailed in such key lines as 
farm 
equipment, 
structural 
metal products and major con­ 
sumer appliances. 
Auto assemblies in October 
bounced up more than season­ 
ally from the low September 


model change-over level. But 
auto production was severly 
crimped In early November as 
steel supplies gave out. 
Output of textile and rubber 
products 
dipped 
moderately 
and production of minerals re­ 
mained at reduced levels be­ 
cause of the steel walkout and 
a strike in the copper mines, 
Steel mills not affected by 
the strike operated at 13 per 
cent of the entire industry’s 
capacity in October, the board 
said. Ingot output rose to 46 
per cent of capacity last week 
as a result of the Supreme 
Court’s decision Nov. 7 uphold­ 
ing the back-to-work injunc­ 
tion.

Plane Bound For L.A. 


Goes Down In Fog 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — A giant airliner myster­ 
iously plunged without warning into the fog-shrouded 
Gulf of Mexico early today, apparently killing all 42 
persons aboard. 
The four-engine National Airlines DC7B on 
Miami-to-Los Angeles run car­ 
ried 37 passengers and a crew 
of five. 
Wreckage and some of the 
bodies—clad in life jackets as 
though passengers had obeyed 
the crew ’s o rd ers to' don, 
emergency equipment for a 
ditching—were found floating 
in the oil-slicked waters of the 
gulf about 120 miles south- 
southeast of here. 
By 3 p.m. the Coast Guard 
reported that eight bodies had 
been removed from the water. 
They were not immediately 
identified.

Popu­ 
lation growth is beginning to 
produce conflicting demands 
for the use of this country’s 
forests and wilderness areas, a 
government forestry e x p e r t 
said today. 
As a result, forest manage­ 
m ent is due for some sharp 
changes, said Charles A. Con- 
naughton, regional head of the 
U.S. Forest Service, in a paper 
prepared for delivery to the So­ 
ciety of American Foresters. 
One of the conflicts is be­ 
tween tim ber producers and 
the growing army of people 
seeking recreation in the wood­ 
ed areas. Tim berm en want to 
cut trees as soon as they are 
developed enough for profit­ 
a b l e 
harvest: 
recreationists 
want the trees oversize and' 
average—at least from the tim ­ 
ber producer’s standpoint. 
Another area of conflict, Con- 
naughton said, is between us­ 
ers of forest ranges and groups 
of people favoring undergrowth 
preservation for the benefit of 
wildlife. 
The forester, he added, also 
is between groups who want 
watershed areas closed to the 
public in the interests of fire 
protection and those who want 
these areas left open for recre­ 
ational or other public use. 
As one example, Connaugh- 
ton cited a controversy now 
existing over the use of the 
500,000' - acre Kern Plateu in 
Central California. Until recent­ 
ly this had 'been a wilderness 


area. But as the need for its 
resources 
became 
apparent, 
Connaughton said, roads w ere 
built into it with the idea of 
developing it for a variety of 
uses. 
The conservationists attacked 
this idea, the forestry expert 
said, on grounds that the wil- 
derness area of the United 
States already is too small and 
that the Kern Plateau should 
be left untouched. The dispute 
still isn’t entirely settled but a 
decision has been made to con­ 
tinue to develop the area for 
; multiple use, he said.

SACRAMENTO (UPIl—A citi­ 
zens advisory commission on 
the public schools will decide

The bill of rights, approved 
Saturday by a commission sub­ 
committee, would assure teach­ 
ers more pay, greater prestige 
and more freedom from ad­ 
ministrators.

To Automation 


— Rockefeller 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (IS — Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockfeller turned to­ 
day to one of organized labor's 
main concern—automation — 
and said the key to solving this 
problem was to expand th e 
economy. 
A healthier economy, Rocke­ 
feller said, could provide the 
jobs for workers displaced by 
automation. 
Automation refers to tech­ 
nological developments in in- 
dutry that result in more pro­ 
duction from fewer workers. It 
is at the root of many of today’s 
labor-management disputes. 
Rockefeller dealt with the 
subject in a speech prepared 
for delivery at the annual con­ 
vention of the New York State 
AFL-CIO. 
Over the weeken, he com­ 
pleted a four-day tour through 
California. Oregon, and to Se­ 
attle and Boise, Ida., where he 
was reported to have impressed 
Republicans with his appeal as 
a possible Republican nominee 
for president. 
California and Oregon are re­ 
garded as strongholds of Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
Rockefeller’s chief rival for the 
GOP nomination. 
During his travels, Rickefel- 
ler also narrowed the da t e 
when he will announce whether 
he will run for the nomination, 
“I would think there will be 
an announcement somewhere 
between Jan. 15 and Feb. 15,” 
he told newsmen.

You owe little to trespassers. 
Yet, you. cannot set mantraps, 
to harm them, and you have a 
legal duty to warn a trespasser 
whom you see walking into 
danger, say, an open well.

Lt. Wallen M. Summers of 
San Anselmo literally dropped 
in on the folks at home over 
the week end. 
The 27-year-old paratrooper 
was one of the first of 180 men 
to bail out of seven Cl 19 Flying 
Boxcars at Beale Air Force 
Ba.se yesterday morning in the 
biggest mass jump in Califor­ 
nia’s history. * 
Attached to the Army’s 
502nd Airborne Division, 
Summers was formerly with 
the famed ‘•Screaming Eagle” 
division. He accompanied his 
former buddies from Ft. 
Campbell. Ky., to make the 
jump and at the same time 
visit his family. 
The mock battle went off 
without a hitch and with only 
three minor casualties. 
The first of the huge, olive 
drab chutes snapped open over 
Beale at 10:50 a.m. Within min­ 
utes, the men and 16 armed 
jeeps had hit the ground and 
were in action against a mythi­ 
cal enemy -portrayed by units 
of the California National 
Guard. 
Piloting the lead plane was 
Brig. Gen. Rollm B. Moore 
Jr., commander of the Air 
Force Reserve’s 349th (Gold­ 
en Gate) Troop Carrier Wing

The Kentucky troops, who 
had been airlifted to Hamilton 
on Friday, performed the spec­ 
tacular demonstration before 
several thousand spectators and 
a score of newsmen who lined

7:30 a.m., but the lift planes 
were delayed by Marin Coun­ 
ty fog which failed to clear 
over Hamilton until nearly 
9 o’clock. 
“It was a good drop zone,” 
Summers said, noting that 
there were no trees to hang 
up the men and chutes. 
The youthful graduate of 


West Point, which he attended 
after graduating from the Uni­ 
versity of California at Davis 
with a degree in animal hus­ 
bandry, said the jump itself is 
a pleasure. Yesterday was his 
thirty-first. 
“I get airsick,” he confided. 
‘‘It’# a real relief, to get out of 
the plane.” 
His wife, Patricia, and their 
2-year-old daughter, Catherine 
Ann, live with his stepfather 
and mother, Mr. and Mrs. Jules 
Winkelman. at 104 the Ala­ 
meda, San Anselmo. 
The operation, the third

Federal, Suit 
Says Negroes 
Denied Ballot 


WASHINGTON Ufl — The 
Justice Department today filed 
suit at Memphis, Tenn., chal­ 
lenging the validity of a “white 
primary” conducted last Aug. 
1 in Fayette County, Ten. 
The action, brought against 
the Democratic Executive Com­ 
mittee of Fayette County under 
the Civil Rights Act of 1957, 
was the first court action deal­ 
ing with alleged racial discrim­ 
ination in an election. 
Three previous cases filed to 
preserve Negro voting rights 
concerned alleged discrimina­ 
tions in voting registrations. 
The Memphis suit asked for 
an injunction to prohibit the 
Fayette County Democratic or­ 
ganization from preventing Ne­ 
gro participation in primary 
elections for local office. 
The complaint alleged that 
Democratic nominations in Fay­ 
ette County are tantamount to 
election. No other party has of­ 
fered a Andida te for local of­ 
fice in Fayette County since re­ 
construction days. 
The suit said the Fayette 
County Democratic Executive 
Committee is responsible for 
calling and conducting local 
primaries. 
The government charged that 
about five weeks before the 
Aug. 1 primary, the committee 
adopted a resolution excluding 
Negroes from the primary and 
on election day placed a notice 
on each, ballot box barring Ne­ 
groes.

Better Policing Of Marin 
Bars Can Now Be Expected 


The assignment of a part time liquor 
control officer to Marin is a welcome de­ 
velopment. 
Heretofore, the State Department of 
Alcoholic Beverage Control has admin­ 
istered enforcement in Marin seemingly 
on a squeaking wheel basis. When there 
were complaints, an enforcement of­ 
ficer was dispatched to Marin from the 
San Francisco headquarters. 
Since no one officer was regularly as­ 
signed to this area, there was no one 
officer familiar with Mann licensees or 
closely acquainted with local law en­ 
forcement officers. 
When 
situations 
developed 
that 
needed the attention of an A.B.C. en­ 
forcement officer, local law enforce­ 
ment officers weren't sure whom to turn 
to. They were not personally acquainted 
with an A.B.C. officer who knew what* 
was-what in Marin. 


Now an agent has been assigned to 
Marin for regular three-day-per-week 
duty. He is Ronald Harris, 33, a U. C. 
criminology graduate. 
He will have a desk at the Sheriff's 
office. He *vvill be in frequent contact 
with local law enforcement officers 
throughout the counK . He will come to 
know liquor license holders, their es­ 
tablishments, and their reputations. 


We expect that the day w ill soon come 
when we no longer see drunks bounced 
onto the sidewalk from saloons along 
San Rafael's main street. 


And we will no longer hear obsceni­ 
ties echoing from the darkened door­ 
ways of bars in the shopping district, 
within earshot of women and children. 
Any end to this sort of thing is over­ 
due. We are glad the end is now in 
sight.

JAMES MARLOW 
Rockefeller Faces Difficult 


Campaign Strategy Decision 


WASHINGTON (*f) — Which 
way Rockefeller? 
It’s no longer a question of 
whether New York’s Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller wants to 
run for president — th at’s 
plain enough — but whether 
he will try to shake loose 
from President Eisenhower’s 
shadow. 
To put it briefly: 
1. He can be a “me-too” 
contender, agreeing with what 
the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion has done at home and 
abroad. 


2. He can try to come up 
with his owm ideas, even if it 
means differing from Eisen­ 
hower and criticizing the ad­ 
ministration's performance. 


RIGHT NOW he is simply 
trying to see whether he has 
any chance at all against Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
for the Republican presiden­ 
tial nomination in 1960. Nix­ 
on has had years to line up 
the pros on his side. 
But Rockefeller is working 
hard at it. He has made a 
speech-foray into the Middle 
West, ducked in and out of 
New England, been interview­ 
ed on TV, and now has visited 
th^ Far West, Nixon’s back­ 
yard. 
Since Eisenhower has twice 
won overwhelming endorse­ 
ment from the voters, it might 
seem politically sensible to 
ride his coattails with the 
“me-too" line. 
That's a course Nixon will 
almost be compelled to follow 
since he has been so actively 
identified so long in the pub­ 
lic mind with Eisenhower and 
his administration. 
If Rockefeller took that line 
too, then the race between 
him and Nixon would be re­ 
duced bo a personality contest 


and not a choice between 
ideas and views. 


AT THIS MOMENT Eisen­ 
hower is taking a hands-off 
attitude toward these two top 
Republicans. He is expected 
to campaign vigorously for 
the one picked to be the party 
candidate. 
Rockefeller could h a r d l y 
look forward to over-exertion 
by Eisenhower on his behalf 
if he sought the nomination 
by criticizing administration 
policies. Besides, the Demo­ 
crats will make that their 
main theme, anyway. 
So far 
Rockefeller 
h a s 
shown signs of independence, 
of not wanting to win under 
cover 
of 
the 
Eisenhower 
mantle, although it’s too soon 
to say how’ far he will pursue 
this course.

Senate Committee Studying High 


Cost Of School Administration 


SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
A great deal of interest is be­ 
ing evinced throughout the 
state in a study under way in 
Sacramento on the problem 
of how much administration is 
necessary for a good public 
educational system. The study 
is being conducted by the Sen­ 
ate Fact Finding Committee 
on 
Governmental 
Adminis­ 
tration, headed by Senator 
Stanley Arnold (D-Susanville). 
Arnold and his staff have 
put a lot of thought and plan­ 
ning into the inquiry and have 
conducted a state-wide sur­ 
vey to determine the amount 
of Salaries paid to s c h o o l 
superintendents. 


SOME TIME AGO Senator 
Arnold announced he intend­ 
ed to get into the subject, fol­ 
lowing some preliminary in­ 
vestigation 
w’hich 
revealed 
what he considered too large 
a percentage of state school 
money, and district school 
money as wrell, was going into 
administrative salaries, while 
teacher salaries, comparative­ 
ly speaking, were too low. 
The survey, Arnold said, in­ 
cluded 
superintendents, as­ 
sistant, associate and deputy 
superintendents, b u s i n e s s 
managers and administrative 
assistants. 
“These categories.” he said 
“constitute the superintend­ 
ent level in the public school 
system, even thought titles 
vary between districts. Our 
survey did not include a mul­ 
titude of other positions in the 
superintendent's office, n o r 
did it include the principals 
and t h e i r a d m i n i s t r a - 
tive staffs.” 


IN ADDITION to salaries, 
Arnold brought out the fact 
that many superintendents re­ 
ceive other benefits, such as 
substantial automobile mile­ 
age. 
Some 
are 
furnished 
homes, rent-free. 


“It all indicates a very 
high proportion of highly 
paid staff before we get to 
the teacher level,” the Sen­ 
ator declared. 


In Los Angeles county, the 
school superintendent receives 
an annual salary of $35.850. 
and is assisted by a staff of 
1,594 non-teaching individuals 
528 of whom receive salaries 
in excess of $12,000 annually. 
This is at the district level, 
tad doe* tot iartttdt Mf erf 


the staffs of the individual 
schools, each of which is head­ 
ed by a principal and a staff 
of administrative, non-teach­ 
ing persons. 
“ We find,” Arnold s a i d , 
“the high level of administra­ 
tion forces and salaries found 
in the Los Angeles C i t y 
Schools and some other dis­ 
tricts difficult to reconcile 
wdth the fact that only 845 
of the 1.630 districts surveyed 
have superintendents and in 
many of the 845 districts, the 
superintendent is in fact the 
principal and quite a few are 
teaching principals.” 
* 
WHEN SENATOR Arnold 
completes the gathering of 
testimony on this subject, his 
committee will make recom­ 
mendations to the 1961 state 
legislature, aijd probably some 
definite standards, or at least 
a leveling off of the salary 
structure for school superin­ 
tendents and those wrho work 
for the superintendents, will 
be recommended for legisla­ 
tive action.

Don't Panic; 49ers Still Look Like 


Champs, May Prove It Against Colts 


Don't press the panic button. 
San Francisco 
49ers still 
look 
champs to me. 
The Chicago Bears came up a 14 to 
3 winner in yesterday’s bruising con­ 
test in the Windy City but this was no 
demoralizing defeat. 
For the first time this year Coach 
Red Hickey was out-guessed by his op­ 
position and could not get his correc­ 
tions in operation soon enough to get 
an offense going. 
The 49ers 
were definitely “out-defensed,” 
but only by a small margin. 
And to be out-snookered by 
such a combination as “Papa 
Bear’’ George Halas and Clark 
Shaughnessy is no disgrace, 
Halas has forgotten more foot­ 
ball than half of today's coach­ 
es can remember.

By Camp Fire Girls 


AID FOR RETARDED

I hadn’t thought of it just 
that way before, but Camp Fire 
Girls are 
beginning to show 
their age, too. Not the individ­ 
ual 
girls, 
the 
organization. 
Camp Fire Girls will be 50' 
years old in 1960. Marin Coun­ 
ty, 
which 
supports 
them 
through the United Crusade, 
wont look the same thereafter, 
It’s true. 
The girls — 2.300 of them 
In Marin County from the ages 
of 7 through 17 — are joining 
for a golden jubilee effort in 
honor of their 
50th anniver­ 
sary. Work began this month. 
Would you believe it, they’re 
already a bunch of gold dig­ 
gers. 
Miss Joan Yulo, executive di­ 
rector for Camp Fire in Marin, 
explained everything. 
Two of the golden jubilee 
projects for Marin will be tree 
planting and the fashioning of 
a totem pole. A community to­ 
tem pole. 
Even as you read this, the 
1.300 
or 
more 
Bluebirds 
(grades 2-34),. 850■ ■ Camp Fire 
Girls (grades 5-6-7-8 and 100 
Horizon Girls (high school age) 
are 
surveying 
areas where 
more trees are needed. Places 
like school grounds, parks and 
avenues. 


Don’t be alarmed if a 
small face pokes through the i 
greenery; she’s checking on 
the tree potential. 


When the surveys are turned 
in to Miss Yulo and her four- 
woman staff of three district 
directors and a secretary they’ll 
check to make sure the kind 
of trees requested will grow in 
Marin, won’t clog up sewers 
with their 
roots, 
and won’t 
cause pint-sized girls a peck of 
trouble, 
This winter fragile bare-root 
saplings will be turned over to 
the girls for potting (they’re 
already collecting gallon cans) 
and for watching over them a 
year or two until the young 
trees are ready to plant in per­ 
manent locations. 


“One part of the plan is 
to teach these children of our 
urban society how to care for 
’iving things 
and to show 
them the value of planning— 
and planting—ahead,’* said 
Miss Yvlo. 
Now, about that totem pole. 
“Well,” 
said 
Miss 
Yulo, 
that’s part of the theory be­ 
hind the Camp Fire Girls, We 
base much of our philosophy on 
Indian symbolism and Indian 
war and . . . ” 
“You mean shooting arrows 
around 
and 
scalping 
Boy 
Scouts?” 
“Oh my, I didn’t say Indian 
‘war.’ 1 said Indian ‘lore’.” 
“We’re going to build and 
present, as part of our I960 
golden jubilee, a real totem 
pole to the community which 
will tell the story of Marin 
County from the time of the 
Indians up 
to the present 
day. 
“Each of the five Camp Fire 
districts in Marin will present 
ideas on what should be por­ 
trayed on the five sections in 
which the totem, pole will, be 
carved. The best ideas will be 
combined for the final design.” 
I asked: 
‘"‘The girls . . . are they going 
to carve it, too?” 
Miss Yulo replied: 
“Uh, no. The chairman of the 
golden jubilee for Marin, Mrs. 
Robert. Mills of Terra Linda, 
has volunteered her husband 
for that job. He’s a plastic sur­ 
geon—said it’s be a new me­ 
dium.” 
I brought up the gold-digging 
bit. 
“The trouble is,” Miss Yulo 
hedged. “It takes money to 
buy trees and build a totem 
pole . . . and run a hundred 
other projects I could men­ 
tion. So we’re urging our 
girls to save their pennies to 
finance—in part—the 50th 
birthday celebration. 
“To get the gold rush, pro­ 
ject started with a bang we 
proclaimed Oct. 18-25 as “Pan­ 
ning for Pennies Week’.” 
So 1 said: 
“With all this United Cru­ 
sade money coming in I don’t 
dig the need for all this extra 
loot.” 
She rallied fast. 
“We got only $19.000 of our 
budget from United Crusade 
this year and had to raise the 
rest of the $29,100' we needed 


Career Helping Many 


Stems From Tragedy 


UPPER MONTCLAIR, N.J. 
—Out of personal tragedy. 
Elizabeth Boggs has built a ca­ 
reer that is bringing new hope 
to thousands of once hopeless 
children. 
“When our only son suffered 
an illness in infancy that dam­ 
aged his brain, I was deter­ 
mined to find out everything 
there was to know about this 
thing, to help him. if possible. 


and if not, to help other chil­ 
dren,” she said. 
As president of the National 
Assn. for Retarded Children, 
Mrs. Boggs has done much in 
the last decade to improve the 
lot of other children, although 
no cure could be found for her 
own son. David, 13, who had to 
be put under institutional care. 
With her husband, Fitz.hu.gh 
W. Boggs, a research chemist, 


she was active in the first or­ 
ganizations in New Jersey for 
the care of retarded children. 
She since has’ widened her 
work to a national scope. 


“I became interested in 
this subject, over and above 
our personal, problem,” she 
said. “I took several courses 
in it, and studied everything 
I could find in this or allied 
fields. 


“The first major job we did 
in 
New Jersey was starting 
classes for children excluded 
from, public schools. In 1.950' 
there were two such classes, 
the next year seven. Now we 
have 600 classes in the state for 
educa ble children and 125 for 
the trainable ones — many a 


part of the public school sys­ 
tem. 
t “I think it’s safe to say that 
at present there are some 
12,000 mentally retarded but 
trainable children in public 
school systems throughout the 
country.” 
An educaMe child., says 
Mrs. Boggs, is one that is 
mentally slow, but still capa­ 
ble of learning. A trainable 
child is more severely re­ 
tarded, hut still can be train­ 
ed in social habits and can 
eventually do useful work. 
“Research, in the last 10 years 
has proved that from 80 to 85 
per cent of the mentally re­ 
tarded persons in the United 
States can, with training, be­ 
come useful citizens, support 


themselves and stay out of 
trouble,” she said. 
Mrs. Boggs is eager to make 
the point that help is available 
now everywhere in the coun­ 
try, for all income groups, as 
soon as parents discover that a 
baby is mentally retarded, she 
says, they should seek profes­ 
sional advice. 
She explains: “Continuing 
diagnosis is vitally impor­ 
tant, starting as early as pos­ 
sible. There are special clin­ 
ics for retarded children in 
every section of the country. 
“With the greater facilities 
available today, it is becoming 
more and more possible to keep 
the children at home, rather 
than in institutions, if they are 
not severely retarded.’*

through our own resources. 
Last year people didn’t give 
too well and all the agencies 
had to cut 
back. 
We were 
pinched. We supervise a pro­ 
gram for 2,300 girls with five 
full-time workers — all for less 
than $30,000. This year, if more 
people give to UBAC we can 
cut out some of our own fund­ 
raising . . . work toward the I 
‘one big give’ ideal.” 
By this time I was as much 
behind Camp Fire Girls as Miss 
Yulo. I said: 
“Don’t forget your Camp 
Kilowana on Mt. St. Helena 
and your day camp program 
here in Marin, are entirely 
self-supporting. This means 
the Crusade money can be 
used for 
necessary council 
administration and. operating 
costs. 
“And another thing. Miss 
Yulo. Remember that planting j 
trees and building totem poles j 
and digging for gold. . . . uh, 
pennies . . . isn’t all your girls 
do. The little Bluebirds have 
projects to teach them the | 
world around them . . . or at j 
least to get along with the peo-I 
pie and things around them. 
The 10-11-12 year-old Camp 
Fire Girls have community bet­ 
terment chores 
“The high school girls in the 
Horizon clubs go on to more 
involved work, not neglecting 
the care and encouragement of 
boys. Altogether, it’s the kind 
of training in American living 
wre need for 
healthy, happy 
families . . . for people proud 
of their surroundings and will­ 
ing to care for them. I’m for 
it, Miss Yulo. And I’m glad my 
8-year-old daughter Annie is a 
Blue Bird!” 
“Well,
